. AMERICA DISSATISFIED, 


New York, Yesterday. 

Does Max Schmeling, 
man, heavyweight champion.of tha 
world, deserve ‘to hold“ the” cham- 
ponship? 

This question is worrying pugi- | 
listic followers in America, many 
of whom are greatly dissatisfied 
with the referee’s decision on 
June 11, which gave Schmeling 
the victory on a foul in ‘the 
fourth 1ound over the American, 
Jack Sharkey. 


The Boxing Commission of 
America has now. passed an offi- 
clal resolution by two votes to 
one recognising Schmeling as the 
World's Champion, but the Chalr- 
man of ,the. Commiasion admitted 
that the public will, probably re- 
fuse to recognise him as such 
until he has met and defeated a 
worthy challenger. . 

Sharkey’s Offer.. 

In reply to the Commission's 
action,, Sharkey now’ offers to 
sign up again and return immedi- 
utely 12% per cent, of the receipts 
against Schmeling’s 9734 per cent. 
if he fouls the German, 

Sharkey offers to pay the ¢x- 
penses of all the preliminaries, 
plus overhead charges, for the 
third fight. If he should be foul- 
ed, he‘declares that ‘he will not

: The reports of the Salaries. Commission, urging a higher 
standard of wage to Civil Servants, were the subject of a lengthy 
debate, lasting for about three hours, at the meeting of the Legis. 
lative Council yesterday afternoon. Two amendments were nro- 
posed by the I!nofficial Members, but the Government was adamant 
and the original motion was carried by 10 votes against 6. ath 

Many interesting views were given for and against the adoption 
of the Reports. The Government held that if the recommendations 
were just and fair, they at once became a debt of honour. The 
Colony’ would have to discharge the debt even if itzhad.to devise 
ways and.means of getting the money. : ' ; 

.The views of the Unofficial members were that the present 
moment was not the right time to add fresh burdens on the populace, 
who were already hard hit by trade depression consequent on the 
drop of the.dollar. Further, it was contended that'the members of

How they. compare with salaries 
paid in commercial firms it is very 
difficult for any one without full 
inside knowledge to say, for com- 
mercial firms are in the happy 
position of not having to disclose 
their rates of salary or tha 
bonuses and commissions which 
often form so large # part of their 
employees’ remuneration, 
Poor Fellows! 

‘It has been said that’ the 
salaries are too high at the pre- 
yent time and that the Govern. 
ment service should be prepered 
to share the present. hard times 
with the mercantile community, 
There might be something in this 
argument if the Government ser- 
vants were in a position to share 
the advantages of prosperous 
periods with the mercantile com. 
munity, But when trade is boom- 
‘ing and everyone else Is prosper- 
jous the Government servant re- 
ceiyes no more salary and the only 
leffeet on him of the prosperity of 
others is that he finds the standard 
of living going up a!l:round him 
with no additiqnal means to com- 
pete with it. Is he then to share 
the rough with others without 
heing able to share the smooth? 

As regards the Dollar salaries 
there have. been two criticisms— 
one from the General Chamber of 
Commerce that they are too high 
and one from the Chinese ,Cham- 
her of Commerce, which, as I re- 
marked above, after first stating 
that it had no observations to 
offer subseqnently criticised the 
dollar salaries ay being too low. 
The criticisms of the Hong Kong 
General Chamber of Commerce 
seem to me’ to suffer in some re- 
spects from a failure'to grasp the 
fact that’ the wages of daily paid 
labour are not dealt with in the 
report. -The wages ‘of daily paid 
labour: are governed , by certain 
economic laws and there is no suf. 
ficient reason to suppose that the 
recommendations of the Salaries 
Commission. will have any apore- 
ciable effect on.them. ‘ 

Not a Living Wage. 
But in_ so far as the monthly 


paid staff is concerned the com: | 


miasioners went very carefully 
into the question of what was an 
economic wage for the lowest paid 
Chinese labourer and I know froni 
personal conversations with Sir, 
Henry Gollan that this particular 
question is one which chused him 
the gravest anxiety. He was 
satisfied that the salaries now be. 
ing paid are in many cases : not 
sufficient to provide a decent liv. 
ing wage and injustice to its 
minor employees the Governinent, 
is bound to give full weight to the 
conclusions of the Commissioners 
in - this matter.. Starting 
*rom’ the bottom. -the Com- 
missioners ‘have worked: up- 
wards in an ascending «scale and 
have produced ‘ a salary . scheme 
for the dollar paid officers which 
the Government considers. fair 
and. reasonable. . ‘It has been 
urged that this scale ‘is somewhat 
higher than that,in force in mer- 
cantile offices,. bul I have reason 
to believe that . some mercantile 
offices pay equally well and offer 
prizes with which the Government 
service cannot.compete. Taking 
everything into consideration the 
Government: is satisfied that it 
ought to pay ‘to its subordinate 
staffthe salaries recommended. 
Speaking generally, the: Cham- 
ber of Commerce criticism; of the

and the overflowing banking ac- 
counts, “ The average rate of ¢ex- 
change for the year 1919 was

Comparative Salaries, 

On the face of the Report under. 
review, the Commissioners recom: 
mend an all round increase of 20 
per cent. on the results of the 1919 
Salaries ‘Commission. 

The dollar officers cover a great 
range of employment, and it is in 
these classes that the main reper- 
cugsion, will most, probably be felt 
on outside employment. It Is difft- 
cult for me to speak, with any de- 
wree of knowledge, as to what. js, 
under all the circumstances, fair 
and equitable pay for these various 
classes of employment. * 

When considering Government 
salaries, one must bear in mind 
certain advantages they receive 
Buch as pensions, passages for 
themselves and family, housing or 
rent allowance, preferential rates 
for medical service, .continuity of 
employment, safety of employment 
and protection against arbitrary 
dismissal. 

T will now give: some compari- 
sons between the Commissioners’ 
recommendations, present Govern- 
ment salaries, and outaidée employ- 
ment. *

Torm of taxation must be found. 

Let us now consider the result 
of the Report, if it is adopted as 
it stands. ‘It must in’ the first 
place inevitably react ‘on’ all out- 
ride employment—it' is only 
natura! if Government servants 
tre given all round increases, .out- 
side employment will want similar 
concessions, and the burden must 
of course fall on employers. 
Secondly who will have to find 
the money to Implement the Re- 
port—largely the bix concerns 
who pay the rates on their exten- 
sive buildings und undertakings. 
The result is, a very large pro- 
portion of the buiden will fall 
on the employers. 

If employers are called upon to 
pay more in taxation and increas- 
ed wages, the cost will inevitably 
have to be met by reducing the 
staffs, and the calling for inerens- 
ed efforts from those retained. 

I doubt whether anyone in this 
Colony will argue that‘ the pre- 
sent is a propitious time to 
cast heavier, and incréased finan- 
cial burdens on our trades and dn- 
dustrics, 

Unacceptable In Toto. 

It might be thought from the 
arguments 1 have put forward 
that the Salaries Commission Re- 
port should be scrapped—that is 
not really my view, for I regard 
it as an important ‘work, and of 
considerable value as far ag it 
goes, as it forms the basis for 
further ‘and more comprehensive 
consideration, a wider fleld must 
he enquired into, and ‘other inter- 
ests consulted. It would be un- 
thinkable to totally disregard so 
valuable a document. 

I find it impossible to adopt’ the 


: Report. in toto as it now ‘stands, 


in fact I should regard ‘myself 
ranting in my duty to the Colony,

The. all round increase’ of 20 per 
cent. to dollar paid’ employces re- 
commended by the Salaries Commis- 
sion {a, in the opinion of the busi- 
ness interests in this Volonye: quite 
unjustified, 

A Hamper On Trade. 

By the adoption of the report of 
the Salaries Commission, a heavy 
burden would be thrown. on the 
‘tax-payers of this Colony and would 
be reflected by a still further in- 
crease in ‘the cost of living. 1 
understand it is not proposed to 
Introduce an increase In the rates 
now, but this will be necessary in 
the immediate future if the acale 
of salaries’ tecommended, Is REStie 
Into force. 

Any action of the Goveeent 
which tends to place an additional 
hamper on trade at the present 
time must be viewed with grave con- 
cern by. all who are dependent on 
the teturé prosperity of Hong Kong.

‘the general increased cost of living 
in the Colony. We examined per- 
sonally every applicant ‘and in no 
{nstance did we recommend any ex: 
penditure or any Increase that ' we 
did not think absolutely justified by 
facts. It was a matter of bare 
justice’ and nothing more.” 

The Advantages, 

The hon. member refers to cer- 
tain advantages enjoyed by Govern- 
ment servants such as pensiona, 
passages, housing or rent allow- 
ances, ‘preferential rates for medi- 
col service, continuity of employ- 
ment, safety of employment and 
protection against dismissal. Now 
these preferential, medical rates 
have ‘no practical bearing above the 

There is a certain 
continuity and safety of employ- 
ment and protection against unjust 
dismissal, but I doubt if they 


amotint to much as compared with’ 


the security enjoyed by any honest 
hard working, offer in any of the 
large commercial firms. The Gov- 
ernment: service cannot’ be com- 
pared with the small business. em- 
ploying a Small number of clerks 
or assistants. It can, only be com- 
pared with Jarge firms employing 
large staffs’ of varied character— 
and among these {t would rank 
probably as the largest.

My ex- 
perience there showed that, with a 
lower: rate of salary, the recruit- 
ment of competent’ and auitable 
officers was almost impossible, and 
those rates had ‘to be raised in 
order to ensure our getting the type 
of officer that was necessary.

had the same- opportunity of 
examining the relative . duties 
and responsibilities of Government 
officers generally, as had the mem- 
bers of the Salaries Commission. 
Once, therefore, it'has been admit- 
ted that there is justice in raising 
the salary of a number’ of Govern- 
ment officers, I think we are justi- 
fied’ in accepting the general rise 
recommended by a Commission, 
who has carefully examined and 
compared the duties of all officers. 

As regards the officers on dollar 
salaries, I think there can be very 
little reasonable opposition raised 
to the proposed increases. In thelr 
case, the -fdll in-‘\the ddllar has 
operated even more strongly than 
in the case of sterling paid officers, 
and I am of the opinion, therefore, 
that the recommendations put for- 
ward by the Commission should be 
adopted. ° 

I gather that there fa a. , feeling 
that the. raising by Government of 
the salaries, more especially of its 
dollar paid employees, will have 
the effect of raising the salaries of 
the employees of firms and other 
undertakings. Whether this will 
prove the case remains to'be seen, 
but in any event I maintain that it; 
fa incumbent on Government in! 
particular to pay its employees an! 
equitable salary and not be rigidly 
bound to what it usually called the , ® 
market rate. ’ 

A Debt. 

To turn to the other aspect, 
namely, whether the present is.a 
suitable time for giving effect to 
these proposals, I would point out 
.that the Salaries Commission was 
appointed as far back as October, 
1928, and I ‘gather from the 
Colonial Secretary's speech that 
the unofficial. members of this 
Council. were then of opinion chat]: 
some amelioration was justified in 
view of the fall in the dollar.

A Deprecation. 

I atrongly deprecate the sugges- 
tion, which is on the face of it 
somewhat : misleading, that such

salary. The payment of fair and 
adequate salaries to his employees 
‘ts one of the first. commitments 
of an employer, for a contented 
and. adequate staff {s an, essential 
yart of any undertaking. I. con- 
sider that it therefore comes be- 
fore, at all events, many other 
services and. must be met either 
| by economy in other dircctions or 
by. an Increase in revenue. In 
‘view: of the, Jight incidence’ of 
taxation’ in ‘this’ Colony, I do net 
consider it necessary or justifiable 
to reduce other services,.and it is 
necessary; therefore, to increase 
our revenie, in order to enable 
us to carry out various services, 
including payment of salaries. 
That is the Policy we are adopt- 
ing. 

. While, however, Government is 
unable. to “support the resolution 
proposed by the honourable repre- 
lgentative of: the Chamber of Com- 
merce, J’ may say at once that I 
am prepared to accept his second 
resolution regarding the appoint- 
tment of a ‘retrenchment commit- 
, tee. Although my short experi- 
j ence here hardly justifies me in

1 
would like here to express my thanks 
to the Hon. Mr. E. R. Hallifax for 
the facility he thus afforded me. 
The conclusion I have reached {a 
that, if the financial condition of 
the Colony warranted it without en- 
tailing fresh taxation and without 
drawing upon our aurplus balances, 
I would’ support the recommenda- 
tfons of the Commiasion, with the 
exclusion of the additional 15 per 
cent, increase to the sterling: 
salaried-officers, and the extended 
rent allowance to dollar-salaried offi- 
cers, 
‘Not Even the Governor. 

‘In ‘this matter ‘of ‘Government 
salaries generally,: I find: myself in|: 
disagreement -with those who con- 
tend that the pay of Government 
servants compares favourably’ with |. 
that of men in private employment, 
having regard to certain advantages 
which the former enjoy,. such a8 
pensions, free passages, free quar- 
tera or allowance in lieu thereof, 
and security of tenure. It is difficult, 
particularly in the higher ranks, to 
compare, the two kinds of occupa- 
tions. It must be remembered that 
while Government servants enjoy 
the privileges mentioned, they are 
precluded by Colonial Regulations 
from engaging in busiiess of what- 
ever nature, and!even from Inveat- 
ing in certain stocks in the Colony. 
Security of tenure cannot compen: 
sate for the chance of prosperity by 
which the ‘income of the head of a 
large ‘firm, who corresponds more 
or Jess to the.head of a’ Government 
department, can.easily exceed that 
of the Governor’ of the Colony. 
Business men also, though they do 
not generally get pensions, receivd 
the benefit “of the now almost 
universal ‘Provident Fund as well as 
free quarters in many cases. I am 
‘jin no way supporting the cause of 
the Govérnment, as my amendment 
proves; but I have thought it but 
tafr to express my personal view on 
the subject—a view based on a 
fairly long -experfence ‘both as a 
Civil gervant and as 6 business man. 
At’any rate, ‘I have no hesitation. in 
saying that Both those at the apex 
of the Government Service and those 
‘it, the base ‘are inadequately paid.

10 Per Cent. to Dollar Man. 

The additional expenditure involv. 
ed by this ‘allowance to the sterling~ 
‘paid employees for the current’ year 
has been estimated at $377,000; and 
the proposed 10 per cent, allowance 
ito the dollar-paid employees would 
amount to approximately $390,000— 
the total additional expenditure on 
the two items being about $770,000. 

It may be asked why I advocate 
un allowance of 10 per cont. to the 
dollar-paid employees while the al- 
lowance already granted to their 
sterling-paid colleagues is equivalent 
to only 6 per cent. * My reason, as 
stated in the letter written on May

sterling basis have had, since the

salaries into dollars; and, vince July 
1928, the advantage of co..pensation 
for the fall of the dollar belo » 2/6d.

other and equally cogent reasons. It 
is that if the Government resolution 
were curried, and if the assessment 
tax. were not increased during the 
current, year, the probability is that 
the Governinent would draw upon 
the surplus balances of the Colony 
to meet” this special expenditure, 
Indeed, the words -in the resolution 
before us, “charged upon the re- 
venue and other funda of the

the Colony. In, this’ connection, I 
think it would be-fair for me to 
mention that the Commission was 
appolinted to consider four points 
only, briefly.summarised as fol- 
lows:—The . adequacy of the 
Salary, scale of officers, the cur- 
rency basis, the principles on 
which acting pay and allowances 


should be granted and the provi- |. 


sion ‘of Government quarters. and 
allowances for rent. 
. Under Paragraph 12, the Com- 
missioners recommended that all 
Sterling salaries ehould be in- 
creased by 15 per cent. and should 
tbe pald to them when’ on duty at 
Hong Kong in dollars .at an aver- 
ture rate of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank reckoned from the 
Whth of the preceding month to 
the 15th of the month for which 
payment is to be made provided 
that auch average demand rate is 
2/- or less than 2/~ but if the 
average rate be more than 2/- 
then salaries shall be pald in 
Hong Kong currency at 2/~. On
